R O B E R T fcr. T U C K E R . 
Indianapolis, April 5 .—The Republi­ 
cans hav e not giv en up hope of in­ 
ducing Wm. L. Tay lor, former attorney 
general, to make the race for may or. 
The fact that it was pretty well known 
that the county local option platform 
was odious to him is adding to his 
strength with a v ery large element. 
W hile he has said firmly that he won’t 
make the race, the temptation is being 
made v ery strong, and many of his 
friends think that he will y ield. 
They 
know that he has a deep-seated am­ 
bition to be gov ernor of Indiana; that 
his two defeats for the nomination 
hav e not remov ed from his mind the 
thought that he is destined to win 
ev entually . 
In a v ery alluring manner 
it is being pointed out to him by his 
friends that if he should make the 
race for may or and place Indianapolis 
and Marion county solidly in the Re­ 
publican ranks, so that the state and 
legislativ e tickets would be elected 
nex t y ear, his nomination for gov er­ 
nor In 19 11 would be a cinch. 
This 
line of reasoning sounds v ery sooth­ 
ing to Tay lor’s intimates and they be­ 
liev e that it would be to his adv antage 
to run for may or sb that he could 
clear the decks for a successful fight 
for gov ernor. 
If Tay lor does become 
a candidate for may or, it is said that 
it will be on no other ground. 


It is said that two or three talked-of- 
candidates for may or on the Republi­ 
can side hav e not come out because 
brewers would not get behind them. 
The situation is more interesting to 
those on the “ inside” than to the out­ 
siders because the former say they are 
witnessing a strange change of front 
on the part of some of the leaders of

didate has had a ghost of a show of 
winning in the last few y ears. 
The 
fact has not been disputed that tfce 
brewers and their allies hav e held the 
balance of power and it is because of 
the use they hav e made of it that 
thousands of people want to take a 
crack at the saloons by holding a 
county local option election now. 
But 
it is intimated that some of the brew­ 
ers, especially those who pay more at­ 
tention to business than to politics, 
are conv inced that it would be much 
wiser for them to elect a may or who 
would see that the saloons were closed 
at elev en at night and on Sunday s, 
than to lend their support to a wide- 
open town mov ement that more than 
likely would be followed by a fight to 
determine whether or not there should 
be any saloons. 
The brewery saloon 
keepers, howev er, are not talking, as 
they hav e not receiv ed a cue from the 
powers-that-be. 
The indications are 
that this cue will come within a short 
time and that until then no one can 
tell what the brewery elem ent will do. 
As long as it is menaced with the 
probability of a local option election it 
would not be surprising if it should 
“ be good” for the first time.
